pioneer in anesthesiology 


Dr. Scott M. Smith, 68, a pioneer in 
the field of medical anesthesiology, 
died July 15, 1986, in Salt Lake City. 


Dr. Smith was honored in 1983 as 
Doctor of the Year by the LDS Hospi- 
tal staff. He had been a member of the 
staff since 1943 and retired in 1982. 
Earlier this year, he received the Dis- 
tinguished Service Award of the Utah 
State Society of Anesthesiologists. 


He also received several citations 
from national professional groups for 
his contributions to the effort to estab- 
lish anesthesiology as a separate spe- 
cialty in medicine. He was president 
of the American Academy of Anesthe- 
siology in 1979 and had been secretary 


of the association for 12 years previ- 


ously. 

Dr. Smith was the first instructor in 
anesthesiology in the University of 
Utah School of Medicine. He headed 
the department of anesthesiology for 
several years, initiating a residency in 
the specialty. He was a researcher 
and writer and had many scientific 
articles published. 

He started his medical career in 
surgery, but while a senior surgical 
resident at St. Louis City Hospital, he 
received radiation burns on both 


hands and was unable to continue in | 


this field. He chose to specialize in an- 
esthesiology to remain close to sur- 


gery. 


He was a member of Wasatch Pres- 
byterian Church, the Rotary Club and 
Ambassador Athletic Club. He also 
was a member of several masonic 
groups, including Arcadia Lodge 17, 
Scottish Rite 32nd Degree Mason, 
Shrine and El Kalah Temple. 

His funeral will be at noon Thurs- 
day at 574 E. First South, where 
friends may call an hour before the 
services. The family suggests that in 
lieu of flowers, friends donate in his 
memory to Shriners Crippled Chil- 
. dren's Hospital or a charity of choice.
